PERISHING \VITH THIRST. „ 
AVe quote from the Adventures of a Young- 


er Son :— 


"A long-continued gale of wind drove 


us down towards the coast of New-Hol- 
land. 
When it had broken, and while 


we were laboring in the heavy swell 
which followed, we discerned a small 
boat, evidentlj-in distress, and we wore 
doivn to her aid. 
Owing to the swell, 


and the wind having moderated, it was 
some time ere the grab succeeded in 
getting alongside of her, to take her 
crew orrboard, which consisted of four 
sailors and a master's mate. 
They be- 


longed to an English Frigate,' w hich ha- 
ving captured a small briganline, had 
put them on board to take charge of 
her. 
The prize had been separated 


from the frigate by a white squall in 
the straits of Sunda, damaged in her 
masts and rigging. 
A north-western, 


against which they could make no head, 
had drhen them along way to the south 
east. 
In this hapless state, their frail 


and crazy bark had been struck abaft 
by a heavy sea, which had loosened her 
stern-pos't, and shattered the frame- 
work in her stern. 
The water poured 


in so fast, that it was only by the great- 
est promptitude and dexterity they had 
succeeded in getting a clumsy boat, 
xvhich lay amiclship, afloat, just as their 
vessel foundered. They had no lime 
to secure any thing but themselves; a 
boy and l\vo men were drowned, prob- 
ably in attempting to save something. 
The boat was old and worthless as the 
vessel lo which she belonged ; arid, till 
she was somewhat seasoned in the wa- 
ter, they were all occupied in baling 
with their caps, and in stuffing with 
rags and coir-oakum, the crevices and 
rents which the sun had made.

nately the boat, as she lay on board, 
had been used as a receptacle for spare 
canvass, oars, light sails, the fag end of

death, even when multitudes will follow 
to weep "after the body." — But lo open 
for the last time the glazed eye^upon 
vacancy, to feel the clammy moisture 
on the lip and have no hand to wipe il 
away — to know that the grave which 
is to open for your dying frame, w i l l 
Hose upon it without u m o n u m e n t and 
without a sod — to die in the full con- 
sciousness that you will be dragged 
through the street in full Hay, and "not 
une to weep after you" — that is death — 
and that is a ciimirial's death — and 
could the being who sets at defiance the 
laws of the land, feel that its customs al- 
so were so against him,

criminal court, we should add lo the u- 
sual sentence of the 
culprit which 


gives him to a prison, "and should you 
die therein, you shall be taken thence
